Council, 

Mr#  Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Report  upon  matters 
affecting  the  Public  Health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1958. 

The  various  items  are  detailed  in  the  body  of  the  Report,  but 
the  chief  items  may  be  summarised  as  follows 

Population,  There  was  a slight  drop  in  population  over  the  preceding 
year.  The  population  has  remained  fairly  constant  over  the  past 
12  years# 

Births  There  was  a further  decrease  in  the  Birth  Rate,  which  has 
been  dropping  each  year  since  1955.  The  present  Rate  is  well  below 
the  National  Rate,  For  the  first  time  in  the  past  12  years  no 
Illegitimate  birth  was  recorded. 

Deaths  There  was  a considerable  rise  in  the  Death  Rate  over  the 
preceding  year#  This  was  chiefly  accounted  for  by  an  unusual  number 
of  deaths  due  to  Heart  & Circulatory  Disease,  In  addition  there  were 
more  Cancer  deaths  than  usual. 

With  regard  to  Infant  Mortality,  & deaths  from  Violent  and 
accidental  causes,  the  District  compares  very  favourably  with  the 
National  Rates* 

Infectious  Diseases, 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  was  very  so  11  during 
the  year,  A high  standard  of  Hygiene,  coupled  with  modern  therapy 
and  immunisation,  have  practically  eliminated  serious  infection. 

There  were  no  fresh  cases  of,  or  death  from  Tuberculosis 
during  the  year#  This  disease  is  gradually  difi'cpporc'ig. Reference  is 
made  in  the  body  of  the  Report,  to  B,C#G,  Vaccination* 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area, 

Routine  bacteriological  sampling  of  water,  milk  & Ice  Cream, 
continued  during  the  year#  The  results  of  sampling  are  satisfactory# 
The  number  of  samples,  taken,  remains  rather  low# 

Slum  clearance  is  the  biggest  sanitary  problem#  An 
ambitious  programme  was  envisaged  in  1958,  but  progress  since  then 
has  been  slow.  The  future'  appearance  & the  well  being  of  the  Town, 
will  depend  upon  a realistic  & progressive  slum  clearance  programme'. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council,  and  the  Officers, for  their  continued  courtesy  and 
co-operation  in  all  matters#

WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Sources  of  supply. 

The  source  of  supply  is  the  Prescelly  gathering 
grounds  and  impounding  reservoir  in  North  Pembrokeshire  (Prescelly 
Water  Board).  A Branch  main  f rorn  t he  Prescelly  trunk  main  supplies 
the  Neyland  Service  reservoir. 

The  Water  is  typical  upland  surface  water*  It  is  filtered  and 
chlorinated  as  it  leaves  the  impounding  reservoir.  Regular  routine 
sampling, , both  bacteriological  & chemical  is  carried  out  by  the 
Engineer  to  the  Prescelly  Water  Board, 


Sampling.  Routine  sampling  continued  during  the  year.  Samples 
were  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  testing  and  Report.
